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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Van 
Bezooijen et al (U.S. Pat. 6,233,292, hereinafter '292, cited by Applicant) discloses a 
method of determining a frequency offset in a wireless communication device, the 
method comprises steps of: averaging a first frequency error estimates for determining 
a short-term average value (col. 2, lines 10-16); averaging a second frequency error 
estimates for determining a long-term average value, the second frequency error 
estimates comprising: a superset of the first frequency error estimates (col. 2, lines 10- 
16). The reference '292 fails to disclose that the frequency offset is determined as a 
function of the short-term average value when the short-term average value exceeds a 
short-term threshold value; and the frequency offset is determined as a function of the 
long-term average value when the long-term average value exceeds a long-term 
threshold value lower than the short-term threshold value as recited in claims 1, 8, 11, 
18, 25, 26, 33.
